Right Reverend Monsignor Mar- 
tin Molony, V.S., Pastor of Our 
Lady of the Gulf Parish, died on 
Tuesday, April 24, at the Bon 
Succour Hospital, Dublin, Ireland, 
after a lengthy illness.

JACKSON, Miss.-Sen. Flavous 
„ambert of Belmont predicted 
eı of a sales tax increase had 
enough votes in the Senate to de- 
eat the proposal. 

Lambert, who spearheaded ear- 
der successful efforts to stave off 
a sales tax proposal, said his 
iroup in the Senate was opposed 
to both the tax increase passed 
by the House and the lesser in- 
crease recommended by the gov- 
ernor’s revenue study committee. 

The Senate Finance Committee 
declined Tuesday to act on the 
House-passed bill, which would in- 
crease the sales tax from 3 to 3% 
per cent. 

Lambert said the opponents had 
agreed, however, not to block the 
committee in reporting out an 
amended bill, but would oppose 
such measure on the floor. 

Committee chairman Sen. Ellis 
Bodron of Vicksburg has favored 
a % per cent increase, but com- 
mittee sources said he and a ma- 
jority on the,committee opposed 
recommending the House measure 
to the Senate. 

The House amended a % per 
cent tax increase bill and added 
another !4 per cent to it to give 
the state an estimated $20 million 
in additional revenue, However, 
the House stipulated that the 
extra % per cent would be divid- 
ed between teacher salary and 
highway maintenance. 

The House also amended the 
bill to take another $1 million 
for state aid roads, leaving only 
$9 million for the general fund. 

The sale tax proposal came as 
lawmakers sought to raise $27 
million in new money needed to 
finance a $287 million budget for 
the next biennium and leave a 
$5 million operation cushion.

STATE COLLEGE, Miss—Pow-|_ 


er mowers, improperly used, can 


be extremely dangerous, says Miss! 


Susie Overstreet, specialist in 
health education with the Agri- 


cultural Extension Service and |. 


the State Board of Health. 


A recent study revealed that 
one power mower injury in seven 
results in a permanent injury, 
Miss Overstreet said. Seven out of 
10 people injured by power 
mowers came in direct contact 
with the mower. The other three 
are hurt by object thrown by the 
mower. 


Some suggestions for mower 
users to help avoid injury include: 


“Clear the area to be mowed. 
Remove all rocks, pieces of wire, 
nails sticks, broken glass, Power 
mowers can pick up and hurl bits 
of debris at speeds of around 170 
miles per hour. Blades can also 
be broken off by striking a hard 
object and hurled through the 
air. 

“Always shut off the engine be- 
fore putting hands near blades. 


“Never use power mower while 
barefooted or in open-toes shoes. 

“Allow engine to cool before re- 
fueling. 

“Keep mowers free from accu- 
mulations of grass, leaves or ex- 
cessive grease. 

“Do not allow children or 
young teenagers to operate mow- 
er. 

“When using an electric mower, 
be sure that grass and mower are 


“Closely follow manufacturers’ 
recommendations for operation of 
mower.”
